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A Laughing- P la n t. 
The London Garden copies, from Palgrave’a 
work on Central and Eastern Arabia, an ac­ 
count of a plant whose seeds produce effects 
similar to those of laughing gas. 
It is a na­ 
tive or Arabia. 
A dwarf variety of it is found 
at Kaseem, and auolber variety at Oman, 
which attains to a hight of from three to four 
feet, with woody stems, wide-spreading branch­ 
es, and bright green foilage. 
Its flowers are 
produced in clusters, and are of a bright yel­ 
low color. 
The seed pods are soft aDd woolly 
in texture, and contain two or three black 
seeds, of the size and shape of a French bean. 
1 heir flavor is a little like that of opium, and 
their taste is sweet; the odor from them pro­ 
duces a sickning sensation and is slightly of­ 
fensive. 
These seods contain the essential 
property of this extraordinary plant, and, 
when pulverized and taken in small doses, 
operate npon a person io a most peouliar 
manner. 
He begins to laagh loudly, boister­ 
ously; then he sings, dances, and cuts all 
manner of fantastic capers. 
Such extrava­ 
gance of gesture and manner was never pro­ 
duced by any other kind of dosing. The ellect 
continues about an hour, aud the patient is 
uproariously comical. 
When the exoitemeut 
ceases, the exhausted exhibitor falls into a 
deep sleep, which continues for an hour or 
more; and when he awakens, he is utterly 
unconscious that any such demonstrations 
have been enacted by him. 
We usually say 
that there is nothing new under the sun; but 
this peculiar plant, reoently discovered, as it 
exercises 
the moat extraordinary influence 
over the human brain, demands from men of 
science a careful investigation.— Scientific 
American. 


N o v e l W ay of Bxperllng Bono Bust. 
The immense trade in Australian oanned 
meats, now carried on, has bad the eflect of 
causing a great accnmulatien of bones In Mel­ 
bourne, Australia, where the p ittin g up is 
now growing into a remunerative branch of ex­ 
port trade as bone dust m knurt; and an Au­ 
stralian paper, speaking of the subject, gives 
an account of the manner of its exportation. 
It say3 that a recent vesael, bonad for Lon­ 
don, has on board a shipment of one hundred 
tuns of bono dust, prepared for exportation 
in an altogether novel manner, and one which 
promises to come into extensive uae. 
To fa­ 
cilitate this trade, an apparatus has been con­ 
trived for compressing bone dust lato half its 
original compass, reducing It at the samo 
time into a form very convenient for ship­ 
ment. By means of strong pressure the crush­ 
ed bones are molded into cakes of six inches 
square and three inches thick, something like 
flooring tiles, each cake weighing a little over 
four pounds. 
These bone dust tiles are just 
adhesive enough to admit their being handled 
freely—thrown about like bricks, if necessary— 
and are yet Arm; and when required for use, 
they can readily be crushed, or melted by the 
application of a little hot water. 
A ton 
weight of manure measures 26 cubic feet, and 
sontains 252 of the cakes. 
The manufacture 
of bone dust for fertilizing la a large and rap­ 
idly increasing industry in this country, and 
this Australian method might be profitably 
adopted here. 


Christian Sharpe. 
Christian Sharps, inventor of the celebrated 
breecli-loading firearm known throughout the 
world as Sharps’ rifle, died recently at Vernon, 
Conn., in the 61st year of his age. 
Sharps’ 
rifle was, for a long time, the only eflective 
breech-loading gun in use, and its remarkable 
efficiency for military purposes soon rendered 
the old style of muzzle-loaders' obsolete.— 
Sharps’ original patent was granted in 1848, 
before the invention of metallic cartridges, 
when paper cartridges only were used, fired 
by percussion caps. 
Tha inventor’s task was 
to make an elective breech-loader, in which 
paper cartridges and caps conld be employed, 
aud this is what Chrlslian Sharp’s successfully 
accomplished. 
Tho breech plug was made to 
slide vertically; its lower edge wm sharpened 
into tho form of a knife. 
The operation was 
such that the brooch plug, in descending to 
its place, eut ofl the rear end of the paper 
cartridge, leaviug the powder opea to tho 
flame of the percassion cap. 
Subsequent im­ 
provements on the gun were made by the In­ 
ventor, which increased its value. 
Mr. Sharps 
was the inventor of many hther useful devices 
besides firearms, from all of which other reap­ 
ed pecuniary benefits, bis own share being 
small. 
Ho was a most kind-hearted mau.— 
Scientific American. 


To P aint a K itchea Floor. 
I’aiut mixed ia tho usual manner is never 
satisfactory. 
LinseedrOll colorad with ochre 
is not eflective, because ths oil does not held 
the small splinters, the floor wears, and after 
a few applications the oil will not penetrate as 
it should do. 
l will give you my method. 
Seloct a satis­ 
factory color, (I prefer a dark gray, as It does 
not show the dust,) and thin witk one-half 
Japan varnish and one-half boiled linseod-oil, 
moro of the varnish if any change is made.— 
The japan gives a hard, glossy finish, and 
holds in place small spliuters and checks.— 
Then give ono coat of the mixture, and after 
the floor has done shrinking, (say in the 
course of a year,) clean oat the cracks and 
imperfect places and fill with a mixture of 
putty aud litharge. 
Whoa 
thia hardens, 
sandpaper and finish 
with two coats of 
the paint. 
You will then hare a solid, hard, 
glossy floor, free from craeks that are filled 
with lint and wet dirt every time it ia washedi 
and one that can be easily kept cloan.— S. S. 
G. in Western Farmer. 


Economy In Illum ination. 
Mr. Oflert states that in bats-wing burners, 
though the size of the flame diminishes with 
the amount of gas consumed, it ienot In equal 
ratio. 
The light of a large flame, for exam­ 
ple, may be equivalent to fifteen caudlei, while 
that of two small ones togethei will be only 
seven or eight candles, though they burn the 
same amount of gas as the large flame. 
This 
is caused by the complete combnstion of the 
gas in the blue zone of the flame, which gives 
little or no light in either case and has more 
favorable circumstances for its oceurrenee 
relatively to the size of the flame in the small 
than in the large flame. 
A singular fact in connection with gas 
flames is, that the power ©f the light is the 
same whether the flame Is tested edgewise or 
flatwise. 
The conclusion arrived at Is, that 
the use of cylindrical glass chimneys with 
round jets is on the whole the most economi­ 
cal.—Scribner's.

Adulterations of Pepper. 
The two kinds of pepper, known in com­ 
merce as black and white pepper, are derived 
from the same plant, but difler in the latter 
being bleached, or having the husk removed 
by washiDg; ,but neither kind can be adulte­ 
rated with success before it is ground. 
The 
most common adulterants for ground pepper 
are linseed meal, the husks of mustard seeds, 
rice, bean and pea meal, and the flour and 
bran of the ordinary cereals, ground chifles 


b e i n g added, to restore the pungency. 
Some 
of these substances can be readily detected by 
diffusing the pepper in water, and pouring the 


mixture on to a muslin sieve. 
The deep r¿d 
particles of the chili can then be recognized, 
and also the camphor-like fragments of rice. 
The mustard husks ave known by their cup­ 
like shape, while the smooth, shiny uppear- 
ance of the linseed readily distinguishes it from 
the dull brown of the pepper.

imagination operating through the nerves and 
thereby 
affecting 
bodily conditions. 
He 
showed that if a man can only be per­ 
suaded to believe in them, bread pills are just 
as good to bring about a given result as the 
regular ripping and tearing kind. 
The lato 
Emperor Nicholas of Russia, who was ad­ 
dicted to playing nil sorts of unauthorized 
tricks on the persons and property of his liv­ 
ing subjects, tried the efficacy of this simple, 
domestic medicine and found It to work admi­ 
rably as a purgative when mixed with faith iii 
large proportions.

physiologist, tells of a trial made in a hospital 
by a nurse who went around and gave to all 
the patients a very harmless kind of medicine 
and then told them that 3he was sorry that 
she had by mistake given tbem all very pow­ 
erful emetics. 
Out of one hundred patients 
eighty were affected as if they had taken the 
most violent emetic and vomited for a long 
time.” The only objection, aud that a com­ 
paratively slight one, to this way of unloading 
an overburdened stomach, seems to be this: 
the operator is required to lie so. 
Still it may 
be the moral consideration is unimportant 
w hen balanced against the welfare of so indis­ 
pensable an organ as au easy-fitting, light- 
working stomach. 
The lecturer’s allusions to 
the power of faith or imagination In producing 
visible marks upon the human body were not 
the least fascinating of bis many luminous 
thoughts. 
The stigmata, or marks represent­ 
ing the wounds of Christ, which have been 
seen on the persons of certain religious devo­ 
tees, the doctor held wert probably caused by 
the subtle and wonderful action of the unre­ 
strained imagination of their subjects.

He had furnished 2,000 yards of granite lo 
Mr. Learned for $2.25 per yard, which Learn­ 
ed sold to the Capitol Commissioners at a very 
large pro3t. 
The testimony of this witness 
went to show that his bid to furnish granite 
was much lower than Bo Iwell’s, but for some 
reason it was riot accepted. 
It also appears 
that this allowance ef an inch margin to the 
contractor is equal to $170,000 loss to the 
state. 
David Deed, blacksmith, recalled testified 
that he had shipped stone-cutters' tools to a 
place on Lake Champlain in 1869. 
There 
were four kits of tools of about 800 pounds 
weight. 
Forty-eight kits were sent to Yar­ 
mouth quarry and forty-eight lo Keene quarry. 
The latter were sent in 1872. 
They were sent 
by order of Commissioner Harris and were 
worth about $3,700. 
Derricks worth about 
$ LIO were also sent to Yarmouth on the order 
of the Commissioners. 
Commissioner Harrison oath denied that he 
ever ordered any‘ tools gent to Lake Cham­ 
plain. 
James Moore, bricklayer, testified that he 
had made a proposal to furnish brick for the 
Capitol last fall al $8.70 per thousand at the 
kiln, which is situated about a mile from Hie 
Capitol

H eil UCCI) A ppropriation*. 
Washington, March 30.—In tho appropri­ 
ation bills already reported there has been a 
reduction of between $11,000,000 and $12,- 
000,000 from the revised estimates of Hie De­ 
partments and the committee confidently ex­ 
pect to be able to eflect an aggregate saving 
of $25,000,000 iu the total appropriations this 
year as compared with those of last. 


TUE TRANSPORTATION BILL. 


The bill to regulate transportation on rail­ 
roads introduced in Hie House by Shoemaker 
of Penney Iran la provides roriheappomtmcnt by 
the President of three commissioners a la sal 
ary of $2,500 per annum, to serve one year, 
whose duty it shall be to classify freight on 
which railroads are required to fix their tariff 
of freight, giving publicity .by conspicuously 
posting the same in offices aud depots, and no 
change to be made to such tariffs without 
thirty days’ notice by posting such notices as 
aforesaid, any deviation from the regular 
rates being punishable by a fine of not less 
than $100 nor more than $1,000. 
Tho com­ 
missioners are also required to arrange a gen­ 
eral code of railroad signals aud railroads to 
adopt the same.

last lecture was made upon the force of the 
imagination operating through the nerves and 
thereby 
affecting 
bodily conditions. 
He 
showed that if a man can only be per­ 
suaded to believe in them, bread pills are just 
as good to bring about a given result as the 
regular ripping and tearing kind. 
The late 
Emperor Nicholas of Russia, who was ad­ 
dicted to playing all sorts of unauthorized 
tricks on the persons and property of his liv­ 
ing subjects, tried the efficacy oí this simple, 
domestic medicine and found it to work admi 
rably as a purgative when mixed with faith in 
large proportions. 
We regret 
all the more 
the characteristic 
incredulousness of 
the 
American people, as we see by this instance 
how men can be innocently and safely medi­ 
cated, to say nothing of the cheapness of the 
process. 
Nothing cau bs more admirable as an emetic 
also than the imagination—otherwise faijh; 
which fact is demonstrated by the following 
illustration furnished from the wide range of 
the doctor’s reading: 
“ Vomiting may be 
produced in the same way. 
DuCros, a French 
physiologist, tells of a trial made in a hospital 
by a nurse who went around and gave to all 
the patients a very harmless kind of medicine 
and theu told them that 3he was sorry that 
she had by mistake given them all very pow 
erful emetics. 
Out of one hundred patients 
eighty were affected as if they had taken the 
most violent emetic and vomited for a Ion 
time.” The only objectiou, aud that a com­ 
paratively slight one, to this way of unloading 
an overburdened stomach, seems to be this: 
the operator is required to lie so. 
Still it may 
be the moral consideration is unimportant 
when balanced against the welfare of so indis­ 
pensable an organ as an easy-fitting, light- 
working stomach.

the power of faith or imagination in producin 
visible marks upon the human body were not 
the least fascinating of his many luminous 
thoughts.

L o n d o n , March 3 0 .—The review at Windsor 
to-day was witnessed by immense crowds.

ence of the entire force the Queen, assisted by 
the Princess of Wales and Duchess of Edin­ 
burgh, made Sir Garnet Wolseley a Knight 
Commauder of the Order of the Bath and con­ 
ferred on Lord Giflord the Victoria Cross. The 
ceremony was most impressive and the troop3 
repeatedly cheered for the Queen, members of 
the royal family and Wolseley. 
Iu the House 
of Lords the Duke of Richmond and iu the 
House of Commons Disraeli moved a vote of 
thanks to Wolseley and the officers and men of 
the expedition, supporting the motion with 
laudatory speeches. 
The vote wa3 unani 
mously adopted, with cheers.

C o n tin u a n c e of th e I n v e s tig a tio n . 


A lb a n y , March 30.—The Senate Finance 
Committee held another hearing in investiga­ 
tion of the management of work on the new 
Capitol this afternoon. 
Contractor J. R. Bodwcli—furnishes gran­ 
ite for the building at SI.35 per cubic foot, 
with an inch margin allowed. 
G. Marks was sworn aud testified that he 
had oflered to furnish eastern granite at eight 
cents per foot equally as good as that used. 
He had also ofiered to furnish dressed and set 
at $7.30 per foot. 
Had never had an inch 
hiargin allowed him. 
If that were allowed he 
could make a deduction of seventeen per cent. 
He had furuiihed 2,000 yards of granite to 
Mr. Learned for $2.25 per yard, which Learn­ 
ed sold to the Capitol Commissioners at a very 
large profit. 
The testimony of this witness 
went to show that hi3 bid to furnish granite 
was much lower than Bodwcll’s, but for some 
reason it wa3 not accepted. 
It also appears 
that this allowance ©f an inch margin to the 
contractor is equal to ¿170,000 loss to the 
state. 
David Ilced, blacksmith, recalled testified 
that lie had shipped stone-cutters’ tools to a 
place on Lake Champlain iu 1869. 
There 
were four kits of tools of about 800 pounds 
weight. 
Forty-eight kits were sent to Yar­ 
mouth quarry and forty-eight to Keene quarry. 
Tho latter were sent in 1872. 
They were sent 
by order of Commissioner Harris and wero 
worth about $3,700. 
Derricks worth about 
$450 were also sent to Yarmouth on the order 
of the Commissioners. 
Commissioner Harris on oatu denied that he 
ever ordered any-tools sent to Lake Cham­ 
plain. 
James Moore, bricklayer, testified that lie 
had mado a proposal to furnish brick for the 
Capitol last fall at $8.70 per thousaud at the 
kiln, which is situated about a mile from the 
Capitol.

R e d u c e d A p p ro p ria tio n s. 


W a s h in g to n , March 30.—Iu the appropri­ 
ation bills already reported there has been a 
reduction of between $11,000,000 and $12,- 
000,000 from the revised estimates of the De­ 
partments and the committee confidently ex­ 
pect to be able to efiect an aggregate saving 
of $25,000,000 in the total appropriations this 
year as compared with those of last. 


TOE TRANSPORTATION BILL. 
The bill to regulate transportation on rail­ 
roads introduced in the House by Shoemaker 
of Pennsylvaniaprovides fortheappointmentby 
the President of three commissioners ata sal­ 
ary of $2,500 per annum, to serve one year, 
whose duty it shall bo to classify freight on 
which railroads are required to fix their tariff' 
of freight, giving publicity .by conspicuously 
posting the same in offices aud depots, and no 
change to be made to such tariffs without 
thirty days’ notice by posting such notices as 
aforesaid, any deviation from the regular 
rates being puuishable by a fine of not less 
than $100 nor more than $1,000. 
The com­ 
missioners are also required to arrange a gen­ 
eral code of railroad signals and railroads to 
adopt the same. 
The bill was referred to tho 
Committee on Railroads and Canals. 


SETTLING WITH THE SIX NATIONS. 
The bill introduced in the Senate by Fenton 
to provide for a settlement with the Six Na­ 
tions of Indians of New York authorizes the 
Secretary of the Interior to appoint a special 
agent to make a registry of all such of these 
Indians and their descendants as were bene­ 
ficiaries of the treaty of January 15tb, 1838, 
by which they exchanged about 
5 0 ,0 0 0 
acres of land in 
Wisconsin for 1,827,000 
acres west of the Mississippi River within the 
borders of the present state of Kansas. 
The 
Secretary is required to report to Congress 
the next session, with an estimate of the 
amount required to carry the treaty into ef­ 
fect.

A secret meeting of strikers was held this 
evening at their quarters, at which they re 
solved to meet to-morrow at the company’s 
shops at 9 o’clock in the morning and ofler to 
go to work,and unless the company will agree 
to employ all they will refuse to allow any to 
go to work. 
This demand will be refused by 
the railroad authorities, who have decided to 
reduce the force from 1 ,000 to 500 men.

Without reaching a vote on Morton’s mo­ 
tion, at 5 o'clock the Senate proceeded to ex­ 
ecutive business and adjourned.

RAPID TRANSIT. 


Mr. LINCOLN, from the Railroad Commit­ 
tee, submitted a written report stating t '.at 
they do not and cannot sanction the con­ 
struction of rapid transit roads by the city of 
New York, as desired bs some of the project­ 
ors of the commission bills. 
The committee 
further say: “Your committee are of the 
opinion that 110 commission can be provided 
that will construct a rapid transit road unless 
built by the city;¡that from laws governing the 
expenditure of money capitalists will not put 
theirs into the hands of commissioners to be 
expended for them, but that persons who fur­ 
nish the capital for the construction of such 
roads in the nature of things will demand that 
they not only have a voice in its expenditure 
but will desire a voice in its control, and that 
for this reason, if for 110 other, money cannot 
be raised for the construction of rapid transit 
roads upon any such plan. 
Your committee, 
having these views, would bo iuclined to re­ 
port adversely upon bills of this character.— 
Nevertheless,* a3 many members of your hon­ 
orable body differ with your committee upon 
thi3 question, your committee have determin­ 
ed to report all bills referred to them providing 
for commissions for the construction of a rapid 
transit road in New \ rork for the considera­ 
tion of tho House,to the end that a full discus­ 
sion of tho same may be had in the House.” 
Sigueá by all the members of the committee. 
The committee then reported for considera­ 
tion the followiug bills: 
To incorporate the New York Quick Transit 
Company. 
To incorporate the People’s Railroad Com­ 
pany for the purpose of providing rapid tran­ 
sit of persons and United States mails in the 
city of New YTork and to provide rapid 
transit in the city of New York. 
To prohibit the issue of passes by railroad 
corporations, their .officers, agents or em­ 
ployees in this state. 
To provide the city and county of New Y’ork 
with a railway system of rapid transit of pass­ 
engers, freight and mails. 
The House went into Committee of the 
Whole on the supply bill. 
The motion to strike out $600 each to Revs. 
James Hasson and James McGowan for re­ 
ligious purposes at Sing Sing and CliDlon 
prisons j provoked considerable discussion, 
but was fiually rejected. 
Mr. C. S. SPENCER moved to insert $90,- 
000 to John Swinburne for expenses incurred 
by him while Health Officer in running 
steamboat for quarantining purposes. After a 
long discussion the motion was lost, 34 to 40, 
the bill progressed and the House at 11:20 
p. m. adjourned.
